Asailb does disclose a plurality of corrugated fins each having a base extending laterally and longitudinally in a strip and connecting 
' Afnember interconnecting the base and another one of the corrugated fins (see figure 10). Since the applicant does not state the criticality 
of having a connecting member that has a longitudinal length greater than a lateral width in the specifications or in the claims, one of 
ordinary skill in the art would find it obvious to construct the corrugated fins with a longitudinal length greater or less than the fins lateral 
width.
